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INTRODUCTION 

This Report continues the series of annual reports produced for the 
information of our many friends and sister institutions. 

The Wellcome Institute exists to provide library resources and 
research and teaching facilities for all persons with serious interests in 
the history of medicine and the allied sciences. It is supported solely by 
the Wellcome Trust, the charity created by the will of Sir Henry S. 
Wellcome (1853-1936). 

Since 1977 staff of the Academic Unit, in association with University 
College London have provided courses for undergraduate and postgraduate 
students. These have included a programme of symposia, seminars, and 
lectures, which have also been available to the general public. The 
Library's resources are exceptionally rich and varied and yield 
opportunities for research and study in virtually every aspect of the 
subject: the corpus of staff, students and visiting workers provides a 
stimulating and continuing forum for exchange of information and new ideas. 

A notable recent development has been the decision to expand the 
Library resources into the more recent medical sciences and clinical 
disciplines beyond 1850. This, together with growing links with the 
medical and scientific societies of today, will help to prevent any 
unnatural split between the older and newer branches of medical history. 
The relationship with the Wellcome Trust, especially now that the Honorary 
Director is a Wellcome Trustee, will facilitate the contribution of 
contemporary scientists to the Institute's activities. A fuller 
description of the Institute and its activities is contained in a separate 


booklet available on request.

INTRODUCTION 

The Academic Session 1983-84 has been one of busy, and sometimes 
frenetic, pace, as the generosity of the Wellcome Trustees has permitted the 
continued expansion of the Academic Unit's staff and its activities. This 
growth has taken place against a background of retrenchment in many 
university departments in Britain and abroad, which makes the Trustees' 
positive attitude towards the international value of the Institute's work 
even more appreciated by all who use its facilities. The diversity of the 
session's achievements and problems can be briefly summarized under four 


headings: Staff, Research, Teaching, and Academic Programme.

After two eventful years as Director of the Institute, Dr Williams 
returned to his full-time duties as Director of the Wellcome Trust. In the 
latter capacity he continues to be involved with the Institute, but members 
of the Unit will especially remember his tenure as a time for encouragement 
of growth and new development. His successor, Sir William Paton, has 
already established a fruitful relationship with the Unit: as a Wellcome 
Trustee, Sir William understood the Institute well before he took office, 
and he has built on that understanding in creative and supportive ways. 

The appointment of Dr Lindsay Granshaw as Medical Historian 
(Twentieth-Century Medicine) has strengthened our expertise in the modern 
period and will complement the important Library expansion of its post-1850 
holdings. Dr Granshaw, an Oxford-trained historian with a Ph.D. in the 
history of science and medicine from Bryn Mawr College, Pennsylvania, has 
been working for the past three years on a history of St Mark's Hospital 
for Diseases of the Rectum and Colon, which celebrates its sesquicentennial 
in 1985. Dr Janet Browne, the Unit Research Assistant 1980-83, will 
continue to be associated with us on a part-time basis, teaching the M.Sc. 
Seminar on the History of the Life Sciences in the Nineteenth Century'. 

Her replacement, Benjamin Barkow, one of the M.Sc. graduates, has already 
made himself indispensable. 

In addition to the permanent academic and administrative staff, many 


postgraduate and postdoctoral students and fellows are based at the 


Institute. These include seven postdoctoral Fellows supported by the 
Wellcome Trust in 1983-4. Their research interests are briefly indicated 
below, and some of the publications deriving from their researches are 
listed in Appendix I.

A number of other postdoctoral fellows and established scholars 
have been based at the Institute during the previous session. Lloyd 
G. Stevenson, William H. Welch Professor Emeritus of the History of 
Medicine at Johns Hopkins University spent his first year of 
retirement with us, working on his book on ‘Exemplary diseases'. Dr 
Shirley Roe continued her work on eighteenth-century physiology and 
related issues with the aid of a grant from the National Sciences 
Foundation. Dr Annamaria Tagliavini, from the University of Bologna, 
used a NATO Fellowship to spend the year investigating the 
relationship between Italian and British psychiatry in the late 
nineteenth century, and beginning a translation into Italian of 
Herbert Spencer's Principles of psychology. Dr Patrizia Guarnieri, 
also on a NATO Fellowship, and on leave from Stanford University 


Program in Florence, has worked at the Institute on the treatment of 


nervous disorders in late nineteenth-century British psychiatry. 
Professor Raymond Fancher, of York University, Canada, has spent a 


sabbatical year working on a biography of Francis Galton. 


These individuals have made the Institute their primary workplace 
for the past year. A number of others have spent shorter periods 
from a few days to a few months with us. Those from abroad include 
Professor John Norris (University of British Columbia), Professor 
Pauline Mazumdar (University of Toronto), Professor Richard Soloway 
(University of North Carolina), Professor Martha Vicinus (University

Kitzmiller (University of Florida), Professor Philip Rehbock

Augsburg). All of these, combined with dozens of scholars from 
Britain, come to us for the material resources the Institute offers; 


but they also come to discuss their work and to learn of ours. 
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Part of our strength also derives from the postgraduate students 
working on many aspects of the history of medicine. 1983-84 has been 
a time of finishing: five Ph.D. theses have been completed and 
examined during the past year, including those of two members of 
staff, C.J. Lawrence and M.R. Neve. Seven Ph.D. students and two 
M.D. candidates continue under the supervision, with one exception, of 
Dr Bynum. In addition, Dr Porter continues to do some Ph.D. 
supervision at Cambridge University, as does Dr Nutton at Oxford, 
and Dr Bynum is external supervisor to an Open University Student 
working on the history of leukaemia.

Professor of the History of Medicine at the University of Michigan.

A University of Sussex research student, Andrew Pomiankowski, is 
researching a thesis on both historical and contemporary aspects of 
evolutionary theory, with Drs Bynum and Porter supervising his historical 
work and Professor John Maynard Smith, F.R.S. guiding his work on modern 


aspects of evolution. 


II Research 

The Institute has always put a premium on scholarship, and its fruits 
have appeared in many places during the past year. Publications (but not 
works in press) from members of the Institute Staff, and selected 


publications from Research Fellows and Students, are listed in Appendix I. 


Dr Janet Browne nas peen part-time lecturer in the Unit, teaching the 
History of the Life Sciences, 1800-1900, to M.Sc. Students. Her primary 
research responsibilities have been with the Cambridge-based 

project concerned with publishing the complete correspondence of Charles 
Darwin, the first volume of which will appear in late 1984. She continues 


as Secretary to the Society for the History of Natural History. 


Dr W.F. Bynum has published articles on the relationship between alcoholism 
and theories of degeneration in the late nineteenth century, on the 
controversy provoked by the publication of Sir Charles Lyell's Antiquity of 
Man (1863), and a number of entries in the biographical handbook of the 
history of medicine edited by Dr Porter. He has edited and contributed to 
three volumes of essays, one on the life and milieu of William Hunter 
(C.U.P.), and two on the history of psychiatry (Tavistock). These 
volumes, all of which will appear in 1985, are based on Institute 
activities. In addition, he has made good progress on his monograph 
surveying nineteenth-century clinical medicine and its relationship to 
basic medical science, to be published by C.U.P. He continues to co-edit 
Medical History and is on the editorial board of Clio Medica and 
Psychological Medicine. He has broadcast for the BBC World Service, and 


for BBC-TV Timewatch. 


Dr Lindsay Granshaw has continued her work on two monographs, one on the 
history of St Mark's Hospital, the other on St Thomas's Hospital in the 
second half of the nineteenth century. Both will be published in the 

King's Fund Centre series of monographs, that on St Mark's to appear in 


1985, the other scheduled for publication shortly after. 


Dr Christopher Lawrence presented and defended his Ph.D. thesis on medicine 
in Edinburgh during the Scottish Enlightenment. Turning it into a 
monograph is a longer range project. In the meantime, his 

serial survey of the history of medicine has appeared in Update, he has 
completed a paper on early twentieth-century British cardiology,and he 
spent a month in New York working on his monograph (with Professor Daniel 
Fox) on Medicine as image. He is editing, with Dr Robert Anderson, the 
proceedings of the Priestley Symposium. He continues as a member of 


council of the Osler Club. 


Dr Michael Neve has also finished his Ph.D. thesis on science and medicine 
in the West of England during the Industrial Revolution. In addition he 
has completed an essay on the London Lock Hospital in the eighteenth 
century, several entries for the biographical handbook of the history of 
medicine, and several reviews and essay reviews. He continues on the 
editorial board of the London Review of Books, and as Tutor for Human 
Science Students at U.C.L. He served as external examiner in Human 


Sciences for the University of Sussex. 


Dr Vivian Nutton continues his research on a wide range of classical, 
medical, and Renaissance topics. He has published on Galen and on 
Vesalius, has lectured (in German) to two different organizations in 


Germany, and has continued to co-edit Medical History. 


Dr Richard Palmer has devoted much of his time to the Institute's rich and 
still incompletely catalogued manuscript holdings in Western medicine 
before 1900. This has also involved him in foreign travel to Munich and 


Erlangen to examine their collections of sixteenth-century medical 
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archives. He has lectured on Italian Renaissance medicine to several 
scholarly groups. 

Dr Roy Porter has continued his work on a number of fronts. Readers of 
New Society will know his name, both as a frequent reviewer and as the 
author of an article on contemporary medicine. His essay on Laurence 
Sterne has now appeared, and his volumes (as editor and contributor) on 
William Hunter, on the history of the patient, and on the history of 
psychiatry are in press. In addition to his demand as a guest lecturer 
(18 such appearances in the previous academic year), he has broadcast 
frequently (Timewatch, BBC schools programme, Radio 4, Voices, Channel 4). 
He continues to edit History of Science, and is external examiner for 
Lancaster University, Cambridge University, and the Middlesex Polytechnic. 
He has edited the Kos biographical supplement, Liber Amicorum, and has 


acted for the Cambridge Local Examinations Syndicate. 


The active academic programme at the Institute has not prevented 
members of the Unit from lecturing frequently to outside groups at home and 
abroad. "At home' has been as close as the Warburg Institute (Dr Palmer), 
or as far away as Manchester (Dr Porter and Dr Lawrence), Newcastle (Dr 
Porter) and Edinburgh (Dr Lawrence). "Abroad' has included Dresden (Dr 
Palmer and Dr Nutton), Mainz (Dr Nutton), Stony Brook, N.Y. (Dr Lawrence), 
and Los Angeles (Dr Bynum). Dr Bynum delivered the Culpeper Lecture at 
Johns Hopkins University in April. 

Another Institute activity is the publication of the quarterly 
scholarly journal Medical History, with an annual hardback Supplement. 
Although edited by Drs Bynum and Nutton, members of the Unit and 


Library Staff give generously of their time and expertise in 
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refereeing papers and reviewing books. In addition, fifty-five external 
referees helped assess papers, and forty-nine external experts received 
books for review. A steady flow of papers crosses the editors' desks, 
including many from established scholars throughout the world. Of the 
fifty-eight manuscripts submitted in the past year, twenty six (45%) were 
accepted for publication. 1984 saw the completion of volume 28 of the 
journal, and the appearance in late 1983 of Supplement No.3, Juanita G.L. 
Burnby's Study of the English apothecary from 1660 to 1760. Medical 
History is an important journal and we believe that its circulation can and 
should be increased. Following discussions with several publishers and 
printers, a decision was made in 1984 to sign a contract with Professional 
and Scientific Publications, the publishing branch of the British Medical 
Association, to promote.and distribute the journal, its supplements, and 
the bibliographical quarterly, Current Work in the History of Medicine on 


behalf of the Institute. Editorial policy remains unchanged. 


III Teaching 


The structure of our formal teaching programme has remained unchanged 
from that of the previous academic session, a plateau before the addition 
of new members of staff will permit further expansion. Nine undergraduate 
and two M.Sc. courses were attended by approximately 150 students from 
University College and other colleges and medical schools of the 
University. 

Seven third-year medical students took the Intercalated B.Sc. course 
in the history of medicine, a full-time one-year programme. They came to 
us from University College, St Bartholomew's Hospital Medical Schcol, and 


King's College. At one time or another, we have had a student from all 
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the medical schools of the University except for the London Hospital 
Medical College, and though our students leave us for three busy years on 
the wards, a large number of them maintain contact with us and continue to 
look on the ‘Wellcome Year' as the highpoint of their medical education. 
In the wake of cutbacks from the MRC, and the increasing reluctance of 
Deans to let their students leave the parent medical school for the 
intercalated year (much less take MRC money with them), the continued 
provision of Wellcome Studentships has been invaluable. The MRC plans to 
change its selection procedure for the 1985-86 entry; this will require 
additional work (and probably the routine supervision of history of 
medicine projects from second year medical students). But we hope to be 
able to continue to use a combination of Wellcome and MRC scholarships to 
fund the Intercalated Course. 
In addition to the intercalated history of medicine students, 
individuals from many other science and medical science departments take 
one or more of our individual papers as electives. In 1983-84, these 
papers were as follows:

So much of the material covered in the Darwinian Revolution is now 
covered on core history syllabuses throughout the University that demand 
for Dr Neve's Optional Paper has diminished. Consequently, 1983-84 was 
the last time the course was offered, and Dr Neve has developed a new 
Special Subject for the History Syllabus entitled 'The theme of 
degeneration in European history, cultural theory and social science, 
1860-1914', It will be available to history students beginning in April 
1965; 

Two M.Sc. courses are offered each year as part of the M.Sc. in 
History and/or Philosophy of Science at U.C.L. In 1983-84 Dr Bynum taught 
the paper on 'Theories of nature and man in seventeenth- and 
eighteenth-century Society', and Dr Browne taught the paper on 'The history 
of the life sciences in the 19th century’. There were 6 students in each 
course. During the summer, Drs Bynum and Browne supervised 4 M.Sc. 
students who were preparing their final Research Reports. 

The Unit's External Examiners for B.Sc. and M.Sc. courses have been Dr 


Andrew Cunningham (Cambridge), Dr John Durant (Oxford) and Dr David 
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Richards (Trent Polytechnic). External Examiners for Ph.D. theses have 
been Dr Steven Shapin (Edinburgh), Dr Jay Winter (Cambridge), Dr Charles 
Webster (Oxford), Mr Jack Morrell (Bradford) and Dr Nicholas Phillipson 
(Edinburgh). 

Members of the Unit also participate in other teaching programmes. 
Dr Neve teaches the history of science component of the M.A. in Victorian 
Studies at Birkbeck College, a programme which has quickly established a 
splendid reputation. Dr Bynum and Dr Porter teach a summer course on the 
"History of medicine in Britain and its relation to the National Health 
Service’ to undergraduates and medical students from Union College, 


Schenectady, New York. 


IV The Academic Programme 


The major area of growth in the past three years has been the public 
programme of seminars, symposia, and lectures. These, above all, bring us 
to the notice of the wider medical and academic communities and symbolize 
the Institute's positive image in international circles. The mailing list 
grows weekly and attendance at these public functions is always healthy and 
at times almost overwhelming. The planning and organization of this 
programme requires a good deal of time and energy, but tasks for the most 
part have been adequately shared between members of the Unit, and between 
them and Library staff. The programme itself provides ample opportunity 
for bringing Library and Academic staff together.

Registration at the Workshop on ‘Visual materials in the history of 


medicine' was limited to 45 because of pre-circulation of the discussion 
papers. At the ‘open’ symposia, attendance never fell below 65 and was 
twice well over 100. On three occasions, the lecture room on the first 
floor was too small, so the Reading Room of the Library was commandeered. 
Despite the disruption to reader services, the Reading Room makes an 
elegant place for a meeting, although it is less satisfactory for the 
discussion which follows papers. In the long run, it is the quality of 
the speakers which attracts the listeners, but the excellence of the 
lunches does not hurt, and people participating in a symposium for the 


first time appreciate the quality and range of the food and drink. The 


Wellcome. Foundation Canteen Service does a splendid job for us, undoubtedly 


all the better because Mr Emberton maintains such a good relationship with 
them. 
The more modest fare of sandwiches and tea also helps keep the 


Wednesday Research Seminar Series buoyant. The series on 'the Patient's 
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view of medicine', organized by Dr Porter, continued until Christmas. Dr 
Bynum arranged the new series, on 'the History of medicine in London", 
which is proving so successful that it is continuing throughout the current 
session. Attendances of 30 are common and discussion is often informed 
and lively. Dr Porter has edited a selection of papers from the 
"Patient's view' seminar, and Dr Bynum has already been approached by a 
publisher interested in some of the London papers. 

A memorable week in the Institute's year occurred in May 1984, when 
Professor William Coleman of the University of Wisconsin visited under our 
Visiting Research Fellow scheme. His Public Lecture on ‘Yellow fever at 
Saint Nazaire, epidemiology without etiology’ was entertaining and 
stimulating, as was his informal seminar on ‘Statistical tests vis-a-vis 
therapeutic measures'. The latter was part of the 'Work-in-Progress' 
series of lunchtime seminars arranged by Dr Lawrence. This series gives 
Institute staff, fellows, and students the opportunity of talking about 
their work, but it also permits us to hear of research being done in the 
Library by visitors. These latter included Professor Trevor Levere of the 
University of Toronto, who spoke on Thomas Beddoes in November. 

Other aspects of the Unit's Academic Programme continued. The 
History of Science and Medicine Seminar series at U.C.L. has now completed 
its tenth year. It is sometimes difficult to lure people out of the 
Institute into University College, but usually they are glad when they make 
the short journey. The Syphilis Study Group continued until Christmas, 
led by Dr Bynum and Lady Wilkinson. A similar group on the 'History of 
wound treatment' was begun in January, organized by Dr Nutton and Dr 
Lawrence. The informal lunchtime reading group meets monthly: it attempts 


(not always successfully) to encourage people to read and discuss books for 
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the sheer fun of it. Lesley Hall has been in charge of it, and the 
consensus of the hard core of six or eight who attend regularly is that 
more people should come. 

Many scholarly, professional, and charitable groups also use the 
Institute's facilities. One such occasion, hosted by the Institute and 
funded by the Trust, was a meeting (5 December 1983) on ‘Archives in the 
history of biochemistry and molecular biology', organized by Dr Robert Olby 
of Leeds University and Miss Julia Sheppard of the Contemporary Medical 
Archives Centre. 

In sum, it has been an outstanding year. There is a good spirit 
about the Institute and the Staff have welcomed the Institute's new 
visibility, even if it means more work for everyone. The appointment of 
Dr Granshaw, and the pending appointment of a Historian of Arabic Medicine, 
will greatly strengthen the Unit, and within the next year or two will 
permit further expansion of the formal teaching programme and will give us 
additional points of contact with the wider scholarly community. We want 
for little in the way of resources and need only time in which to use them. 
Support and encouragement from University College, especially from 
Professor G. Burnstock, and from the Wellcome Trustees, above all from our 
Honorary Director, Sir William Paton, has been valuable and much 


appreciated. 
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THE LIBRARY 
Introduction 

As in previous years, the principal preoccupations of Library planning 
have been space and automation. 

After months of negotiation, a contract was signed in July 1984 with 
an American library co-operative called OCLC. Based in Dublin, Ohio, this 
"not-for-profit" organization provides access to an automated data-bank of 
some eleven million bibliographic records. These will be used to create 
our own machine-readable catalogues of holdings of books, serials, etc., 
published after 1850. In the short-term this record will be available to 
readers in microfiche form. The longer-term goal is the compilation of a 
local, on-line catalogue accessible by means of computer terminals. This 
leap into technology has made major demands on staff in terms of retraining 
and radical changes in work patterns. It offers a reasonably rapid and 
cheap way of reducing large stocks of post-1850 medical literature into 
an order which will permit both a rational acquisition programme for the 
staff and flexible access by readers. 

During the year, considerable effort was devoted to squeezing the last 
foot of shelf space out of the public, open-access, areas of the Library. 
New presses were built in the main Reading Room and its Gallery. The 
consequent rearrangement of books and journals was irritating for readers 
but essential to the achievement of maximum capacity. New guide notices 
were introduced, lighting improved, new periodical racks installed, and a 
new microform reader/printer purchased. Temporary disruptions apart, the 
service should be easier to use. 

A major decision was taken by the Wellcome Trustees to make partial 


use of Bentley House, on the north side of Euston Road, as the 
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Library Store in place of the Enfield warehouse. Because most stored 
materials are within the post-1850 category, this proposed move entailed a 
radical re-scheduling of the automation programme. In prospect, however, 
is a cleaner, more secure store, within easy reach of the main Library. 
This should encourage increased use of valuable historical materials 


previously neglected because of their inconvenient location. 


STAFF 

Changes occurred in the ranks of conservation staff and the library 
assistants. Un 5 March 1984, Tony Bish, formerly at the Royal Observatory, 
Herstmonceux, became Senior Conservator and Head of the Department in place 
of Judith Jackson, who left on 21 October 1983, after nine years' sterling 
service, to begin her family. Barbara Luff came on 6 August to complete 
the conservation team. 

Patricia Hewitt, Senior Library Assistant, left on 29 February to take 
up a post in the library of the University of East Anglia. Holly Hearle 
was promoted in her place on 1 March, and in June successfully completed 
her Postgraduate Diploma in Library and Information Studies at U.C.L. 


Elizabeth Cornish joined as the third Library Assistant on 2 April. 


General Acquisitions 

Gross accession figures for new books and periodicals are in the 
Statistical Summary (see below). 

On 28 August 1984, the Wellcome Trustees announced the purchase of the 
library of the Medical Society of London, which had been on loan to the 
Institute since 1967. This major acquisition was made with help from the 


National Heritage Memorial Fund, the Wolfson Foundation, the Hayward 
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Foundation, the Pilgrim Trust and the Friends of the National Libraries. 
Some 10,000 printed books and c.200 manuscript volumes ranging in date from 
the twelfth to the nineteenth centuries were thus added permanently to the 
Institute's collections. The purchase includes many rare, and some unique, 
items as well as a large quantity of little known printed and manuscript 
material of great potential research value. Easily the most important 
addition to the Library since Sir Henry Wellcome's death, this acquisition 
has national as well as local significance. 

In July, the Royal Society of Health transferred its fine library of 
about 30,000 volumes to the ownership of the Wellcome Trust and the care of 
the Institute. Particularly rich in monographs and journals relating to 
public health and community medicine in the broadest sense, this 
acquisition is a major reinforcement of existing holdings in nineteenth- 
and early twentieth-century medicine. 

The British Library Lending Division transferred 300 medical and 
biomedical journals and 100 monographs in Cyrillic script. Sizeable 
donations of books were also received from, among others, Middlesex 
Polytechnic (sports medicine and physical education), Charing Cross 
Hospital Medical School, Westminster Medical School, the National Institute 
for the Deaf, the Medical Research Council, Edinburgh University Library, 
Aberdeen University Library, the Institute of Dental Surgeons, Stobhill 


Hospital, Glasgow, and the University of Exeter. 


Iconographic 
A collection of votive pictures was returned from store, and work 


begun on their sorting, cleaning and stabilizing, and cataloguing. A 
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group of about twenty Italian pictures was identified as once forming part 
of the cult-offerings to the Madonna del Parto in the church of Sant' 
Agostino, Rome. Research revealed that the cultus which the Wellcome 
pictures reflect must, on their evidence, have existed before the earliest 
date ascribed to it (1820) in documentation preserved in the church. 
produced. It contains details of 212 works, and is the first sketch for a 
detailed catalogue. 

Nine pictures were restored by Mrs. C. Hassall and Mrs. S. Plender. 
Two pictures on panel were lined with balsa-blocks in an attempt to prevent 
warping. 

Cleaning and restoration continued to yield much fresh information and 
some new attributions. A work previously known as 'An Arabic surgeon 
operating on the tongue’ (purchased 1934) was revealed as a Haarlem school 
picture of c.1620, and the subject, now identified as 'Herodias mutilating 
the severed head of the Baptist', appears to be unparalleled in Dutch 
painting. The Rijksbureau voor Kunsthistorische Documentatie, the Hague, 
believes it to be an early work by Pieter de Grebber (Haarlem, c. 1600-53). 

Items were lent to a number of institutions, including the Stddelsches 
Kunstinstitut, Frankfurt-am-Main; Royal Ontario Museum, Toronto; John 
Hansard Gallery, University of Southampton; Royal Institution, London; 
Wellcome Unit, Whipple Museum and Addenbrooke's Hospital, Cambridge. 

Acquisitions included:-— Robert Smirke, two watercolours of J.C. 
Lettsom and W. Hawes, and the founding of the Royal Humane Society; T. 
Rowlandson, watercolour,'Dr. Humbugallo, seventh son of a seventh 


son'; R. Davy, photograph album of Scottish physicians and surgeons; and 


Seas. 


an emblematic design for a chemist's tradecard, French school, eighteenth 


century. 


Contemporary Medical Archives Centre 


Eleven lists of collections of papers were completed, including those 
of the Abortion Law Reform Association; Prof. P.C.C. Garnhanm, 
protozoologist; Sir Alexander Haddow and Sir Ernest Kennaway; British 
Pharmacological Society. A survey list was made of records relating to the 
Lock Hospital stored at the Royal College of Surgeons. Smaller collections 
were those of Prof. T.R. Elliott, G.W.M. Findlay, Dr. Lillias Hamilton, 
Prof. Ronald Hare, Dr. W.W. Keen, and the Yellow Fever Commission papers of 
Sir Ronald Ross. 

There were 38 accessions during the year, including some additional to 
collections already held. Notable acquisitions included the papers of 
Melanie Klein, the pioneer of child psychoanalysis; of Prof. E.C. Amoroso, 
noted for his work on veterinary physiology; and of Sir John H. Middlemiss, 
the eminent radiologist. Two hundred boxes of BMA records were received 
for examination and possible retention. 

A grant from the Special Trustees of Guy's Hospital enabled some 
desperately needed cleaning and first-aid conservation to be completed on 
the patient records of Guy's and Evelina Hospitals. 

Mrs. Rosemary Milligan (née Hayes) spent a successful year 
identifying, sorting, and listing records from the Wellcome Trust and the 


Institute. 


One hundred and sixty items were acquired. The catalogue of medical 
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Americana, announced in the previous year, was distinguished by the Medina 
Award 'for the best bibliography and reference work' on Latin America 


currently published. 


Oriental Collections 

Two hundred and ninety nine books in oriental languages or in western 
languages with oriental interest were added to the Department. Cataloguing 
continued of the Department's diverse language groups, but it is 
particularly noteworthy that Miss Fateme Keshavarz completed her Wellcome 
Studentship and reached the final stages of work on her Catalogue of 
Persian MSS and printed books, which is to be submitted as a Ph.D. thesis 


in the University of London. 


Conservation 

Under the new leadership of Tony Bish, the Department completed work 
on 12 MSS, 63 printed books, 60 prints and drawings, 23 fugitive sheets, as 
well as items from the American and Oriental collections. These figures, 
down on those for the previous year, reflect the fact that for five months 
there was only one staff member, and the full complement of three was only 
achieved in August. The Department has evolved a planned conservation ' 


programme which will deal with the problems of Library departments in 


rotation. 


Western Manuscripts Department. 


The collections were enriched by about 200 volumes included in the 
Medical Society of London purchase. Twelve other MSS were acquired. A 


stock check was made of post-1650 MSS. Six manuscripts are so far 


94,5 


unaccounted for. More than 100 manuscripts and collections were 
catalogued. Some of these derived from the autograph letter collection, 
which is gradually being incorporated into the regular, numbered manuscript 
sequence. Others had remained uncatalogued since their acquisition, which 
in some cases dated back to 1913. They included correspondence and papers 
of lst and 2nd Viscounts Melville, Ernst Baron von Feuchtersleben, Eugéne 
Maillot, John Spiller (including 113 letters from Sir William Crookes), Sir 
Joseph Banks, Alfred Bostock Hill, the Budd family, and Edward Jenner and 
his family. There were also substantial groups of letters of Louis 
Pasteur, Marcus Beck, Lord Kelvin and Leonard Euler, and documents signed 


by Ambroise Paré and William Harvey.
